The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed ordescribed as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made! 

2. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Slatter in view of Ko. Slatter discloses an outrigger 300 with a plurality of telescoping 
tubes (310a,b.c.d) capable of being retracted and extended with respect jo one another 
with at least one inner tube and one outer tube and a guide means with a washer 352 
and a guide ring 354. Not disclosed by Slatter is a sleeve and a groove and protrusion 
system for preventing rotation of the tubes. Ko teaches a structure of a plurality of 
telescoping tubes 1 , 2, capable of being retracted and extended with respect to one 
another with at least one inner tube 1a and one outer tube 2a and a sleeve 3a each 
having a groove and protrusion system (note Figure 1 , for example) for preventing 
rotation of the tubes (note the Abstract, last line, for example). It would have been 
obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to form 
the device of Slatter with a sleeve and a groove and protrusion system for preventing 
rotation of the tubes as taught by Ko. 

3. Applicant's arguments filed August 1 7, 2004 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. Applicant alleges that the sleeve 3a of Ko is a retention means. 
However, the element 3a is a sleeve. 

Applicant further alleges that 3a of Ko is a connector. However part 3a is a 
sleeve. 
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Applicant further alleges the sleeve 3a of Ko is not between the inner and outer 
tubes 1 , 2. However, the sleeve 3a clearly includes part 724, note Figure 5, for 
example, which is between the tubes.
